REMARKS 

Claims 12-14, 16-26, 30-46, 52, 53, 55-61, and 78-81 were pending and presented for 
examination. 1 In an Office Action dated May 31, 2007, claims 12-14, 16-21, 30-46, 52, 53, 
58-61, 78, and 80 were rejected. 2 Applicants thank the Examiner for examination of the 
claims pending in this application and address the Examiner's comments below. 

Applicants note that the Examiner now considers claims 22-26, 56-57, 79, and 81 to 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form. Accordingly, Applicants have rewritten claim 
22 to incorporate the limitations of claim 21, claims 56 and 57 to incorporate the limitations 
of claim 55, and claims 79 and 8 1 to incorporate the limitations of claim 78. 

Additionally, Applicants have incorporated limitations of claims 56 and 57, deemed 
allowable if rewritten in independent form, into independent claims 12, 14, 16, 30, and 52. 
All the remaining claims depend, directly or indirectly, from these independent claims. 

Thus, Applicants respectfully submit that all the non-canceled claims — 12, 14, 16-20, 
22-26, 30-46, 52, 56-57, 79, and 81— are allowable.
